regret, Tt is diffloalt to get angty if you 
have not.an apparent cause. I¢ is impos- 
sible to get angry unless you feel that you 
are aggtieved, and our iriend never knew 
his. partner cominittod a blunder. The 
other mode! was Barnes, He once quar- 
relled with his dearest friend, and neither 
sould be induced to give way for about a 
month, and during ‘fis month Barnes was 
amodel player. Ordinarily he was not, he 
used -to mutter to: himself, and he teazed 
the other players by incessantly sbutiling 
the cards; but during this month he was 
on his guard. This, however, could hardly 
be the model player, bevaueo he waa throtigh- 
out ioflaenced by the feeling, that ho and 
his friend were ‘at enmity. He was on

He will take care to remem- 
ber the number of honours he has before 
claiming 2or 4, He will call his score audibly 
beforemarking. H_ will not be content with 
calling and marking 2 by honours, whilst 
the others are talking, so that they donot 
hear thecal, If the counters gat displaced, 
he will call the attention. of his opponent to 
what he is doing, and not take the chanos 
of putting up one too many by accident. 
Having incurred a penalty, ho will never 
try to avoid the payment of what is dus by 
haste, Having revoked, he will not at the 
end of the hand throw. up his cards to avoid 
being found out, but will play as steadily 
as if nothing had happened. We recently 
saw a revoke committed, and we subse- 
quently saw the seme player cover his 
revoke ‘by ‘again not following auit. This 
in Whiet is unfair play, and it cannot bo 
too often repeated that a man muat not 
revoke on purpose under any circumstano-s, 
There are certain little matters called 
etiquette, that it cannot be expected every 
player should know. There are some who. 
fancy, because they are rich, that therefore 
they are gentlemen, No greater mistake 
was ever committed, Ktiquette is acquired 
by education or it may ‘be innate. Kti- 
quette becomes known to some and not to 
others. Take the case of a club whip. No 
one knows how the, etiquette came itito 
existence. Yot every man.of education 
able in purte to coniply with a.-whip docs 
60, or is shunned and made ineligible to be

4 VESSEL WITH QUEER PASSENGERS 
SENT OVER NIAGARA FALLS, 


Oeets Gilbert Pratt, a veteran‘ mariner 
now living at Belleville, Ont., whose period of 
service on the Lakes dates back nearly half a 
century, recalla‘an incident which, though it 
has been almost forgotten, attracted consider- 
ablo avtention in itsday. Vessel owners were 
then more conscientious than now ; they were 
not inclined to risk the lives of passengers 
and orew in unseaworthy erafts, ‘Lhe owner 
of the old schooner Dfichigan, thon the largest 
vessel on the Lakes, hit upon o novel expe- 
dient for disposing of her, The vessel had 
beoome old and rotten, and was no longer 
serviceable, . Instead of loading her and send- 
ing her out late in the season heavily insured, 
to be wrecked, he chose « more harmless 
plan, but ono less profitable to himself. He 
induced the proprietors of tho hotels at Nia- 
gara Falls to buy the vessel and send her 
over the Falls. This was about the year 1830, 
The proposition was eagerly accepted by 
the hotel proprietors, who saw in it a capital 
advertising schome, and ong which would cer- 
tainly pay.them well, - The affair was widely 
published in the newspapers, and was the 
talk of the surrounding country for weeks and 
weeks, They did not count amiss when thev 
judged what on excited public curissity 
would do. For several days previting to the 
great event, the stages ax °'nal boats were 
crowded. People foéheg thither from all 
parts of the coun‘ry, ‘to witness the novel 
apeotaole Af the largest vessel on the lakes 
Gomer’ over the “fails, The hotel-keopers 
reaped arich harvest, So greata crowd had 
never before been seen at that famous resort. 
On the appointed day the JfMagan was towed 
out into the rapids in the pfétence of a vast 
number of people, who lined the banks or vi- 
sited the scene upon the numerous excursion 
boats which were called into requisition, The 
task of towing the vessel into the current 
was. intrusted to. a Captain Rough, with a 


crew of half-a-dozen oarsmen selected by } . 


himself. This was a rather hazardous enter- 
priso,, and Captain Pratt, who was himself 
one of the erew, says his heart almost failed 
him when they set ont, though he had gladly 
volunteered for the service. There had been 
placed on the schooner several animals, in 
accordance with the programme, which had 
been widely advertised. . These consisted of 
2 buffalo, three bears, two foxes, a racoon, 
a. dog, a cat, and some geese. At her bow- 
sprit was the American ensign, and at.her 
stern the English. Jack, the Canadian hotel- 
keepers having joined in the enterprise. There 
were also some effigies displayed on board to 
give the eigen of a crew and so made 
more real the soene of a vessel with all on 
board making the terrifio plunge. Just before 
the tow line was out,.the animals on board 
were turned loose. Just as the-vessel ontored 
the rapids two of the bears plunged ovor~ 
board and actually succetded in. swimming 
ashore, . The third one climbed a mast, as if 
to get a better'view of the scene, All the 
animals seemed greatly frightened, and ran 
from one end of the deck to the other, much

under similar circumstances, in en agony of 
despair. The vessel swept graniily down the 
rapids, plunging over the first fall, shipping 
a Tittle water, righting herself, and movin 

on-in fine style. In going over the secon 

rapid, the mast went by the board and the 
bear with it, and neither were again seen, 
She swung around and presented 'a broadside 
to the foaming waters, She had evidently 
struck a rook ond was statlonary.
